Sir Eobert Ball Speculates Upon the Pos- 


sibilities of Such Experience. 


Conceive that a traveler v?ere endow- 


ed with some means of soaring aloft for 
miles and thousands of .miles, still up 
and up, until at length he had attained 
the awful'height of nearly 250,000 
miles abovo the ground, • suggests Sir 
Robert Ball in hisJ^Story of the Heay: 
ens'.5"' Glancing down~at""th"e surfaces of 
that earth, which is at such a stupen- 
dous depth beneath, he would be able to 
see a .wonderful birdsoye view. 


He would lose, no doubt, the details 


of towns and villages. The features in 
such a landscape would be whole conti- 
nents and whole oceans, in so far as the 
openings between the clouds would per- 
mit tho earth's surface to be exposed. 


At this stupendous elevation he could 


tiy one of the most interesting experi- 
ments that was ever in the power of a 
philosopher. He could test whether the 
earth's attraction was felt at such a 
height, 
and he could measure the 


amount of that attraction. Take for the 
experiment a cork, a marble, or any 
other object, large or small. Hold it be- 
tween the fingers and let go. Every one 
knows what would happen in such a 
case down here, -but it required Sir 
Isaac Newton to tell what would hup- 
pen in such a case tip there. Newton as- 
serts that the power of the earth to at- 
tract bodies extends even to this great 
height, and that tho marble will fall. 
This is the doctrino that we can .now 
test. 


We are ready for the experiment. 


The marble is released, and lo! our 
first exclamation is one of wonder. In 
stead of dropping instantly, the little 
object appears to remain suspended. 
We are on the point'of exclaiming that 
we must have gone beyond the earth's 
attraction, and that Newton is wrong 
when our attention is arrested. The 
marble is beginning to move, so slowlj 
that at first we have to watch it closely 
But the pace gradually improves, 
BO 


that the attraction is beyond all doubt 
until gradually acquiring more and 
more velocity the marble speeds on iti 
long journey of 850,000 miles to thi 
earth.

The Growth, of the Finger Nallu. 


A prominent manicure, who has de^ 


voted many years to the study of the 
subject, states, as the result of his ob- 
servations, that the finger nails of the 
human species grow more rapidly in 
children than in adults, and that the 
growth! ia slowest with tho aged. His 
observations, however, do not stop at 
this, for ho finds that both in childhood 
and ago they grow faster in summer, 
than in winior. In one instance a nail 
that required 182 days to renew in win- 
ter renewed in summer in exactly 110 
days. During both seasons the patient 
upon whom this experiment was made 
enjoyed normal health. Tho method of 
testing this growth was in each instance 
the same. The nail was pared close and 
slightly notched at tho quick. Both 
the right and left hands were studied, 
with the result that he affirms.that the 
growth of the finger nails is more rapid 
on the right hand than on the left. 


One peculiarity of the growth of fin- 


ger nails, in addition to those stated, 
is that the period of renewal differs pro- 
portionately -with'the length of the fin- 
gera Thus it is mofe rapid in tho mid- 
dle fingers than any other. In the fin- 
gers on either side of tho middle finger 
the period of renewal is about equal and 
slower. It is even nioro slow in the lit

FREE COINAGE THK ISSUE.

States is 
not capable of maintaining a -financial

President- And rows of 


Brown University to show that the free 
coinage of silver will drive out1 gold; 
and produce the most disastrous finan- 
cial crisis this country ever knew, be- 
cause the mints, if ran night and day, 
could not coin silver fast enough to" 
take the place of the gold that would 
be withdrawn from circulation. 


Mr. Editor, it is a well known fact 


that the money lords, under existing 
conditions, can produce a paniu -at. 
pleasure, and our adhering to the gold 
standard only facilitates their power to 
produce these panics. If Judge Bigc- 
low will.investigate the industrial and 
financial conditions of the people and 
corporations of the United States, when 
our credit abroad was impaired,'and' 
when we-made our. own money and 
used the fiat of the Government to 
make it a legal tender, he will discover 
that after the panic-'of 1861;rwhichVw,as,: 
caused by the withdrawal of the-whole 
volume of specie from circulation, that 
the United States began the most pros- 
perous period, financially and indus- 
triously, in its history. As proof of 
this assertion, I refer Judge Bigelow to 
the failures in business in the United 
States for the four years ending De- 
cember 31,1865, which numbered 3,197, 
and compare this number with the 
7,000 that occurred in the first half of 
1896, and see if a "depreciated cur- 
rency" and an impaired credit abroad' 
isn't much better for the great mass of 
the people, than the gold standard or 
an international standard ? 


To show how the gold standard has 


plundered the producers and benefited' 
the people who clip interest coupons or 
draw salaries, I will take the farm price 
of wheat in 1865, and the salaries of 
Congressmen for the same year, and 
compare them with what they are at 
the present time, In 1865 the price of 
wheat on the farm was not less than 
$1 50 per bushel, and a Congressman's 
salary for one year would not purchase 
2,400 bushels of wheat, while in 1896 
the yearly salary of a Congressman 
will purchase upward of 10,000 bushels 
of wheat at the average farm price. Let 
us bring the comparisons a little nearer 
home, In 1865, bere, in Washoe county, 
two hundred tons of bay would sell f or 
enough money to pay the Governors 
salary one year; now it takes 800 tons 
to bring the same amount of money. 


Now let us see how the farmers have 


suffered by this enormous depreciation 
in the price of their products. Any 
candid person must concede that all 
the available interest a farmer has in a 
crop is what it will sell for above the 
cost of production. If the coat of pro- 
duction exceeds the price, which is gen- 
erally the case at the present time, 
then the farmer is doing business at a 
loss, and it is only a question of time 
and tho lienency of his creditors as to 
how soon he will be turned adrift and 
branded by the money lords as a man 
who does not pay his " honest debts." 


In conclusion I wish to call Judge 


Bigelow's attention to the immense 
volume of debt that the gold standard 
has entailed on the people. The Na- 
tional debts now exceed $28,000,000,000 
and call for more than seven times the 
amount of gold money that the world 
contains. There is at least $20,000,000,- 
000 of gold obligations against property 
in the United States, and there is not 
gold money enough in Uncle Sam's do- 
main to pay six months' interest on 
this vast debt, and the peopltPare" 
obliged to continually extend the time 
of payment and the increase of the 
principal of the debts of tb,e people 
about keeps pace with the amount of 
the interest compounded quarterly.

DISTRICT COURT. 


Zlchfcia Found Guilty of Bigamy by 


a Jury." 


In the District Court yesterday the 


case of the State vs. O. H. Zichfeld was 
tried before a jury. The charge was 
bigamy and the defendant was found 
guilty as charged in the indiotmen^. 


Two points of general interest werq 


raised nnd decided'by tha Court during 
the trial. One is that a .contract mar- 
riage by which the paytias presently 
agree to bs husband and wife, followed 
by an assumption of marital .relations, 
constitute a legal marriage though not 
solemnized before a minister or officer 
of the law. The other isi that in a 
prosecution for bigamy a belief on the 
part of the defendant that the first' 
marriage was illegal, or had been dis; 
solved before, the, second marriage, con- 
stitutes no defense, 


A Ml'STlSU'E AMONG THE INDIANS 


Ono Good Indian nnd Perhaps Two? 


Sunday a Washoe Indian was found 


near towa-badly mauled up and in a 
semi-conscious condition. His Indian 
friends took him to a cnmp on the hill 
above the Newlands' place. There were 
mutterings amongst the Indians that 
the assault had been made by Flutes, 
but nothing of a definite nature could 
be learned. Yesterday morning at an 
early hour a Piute Indian was found 
dead just below, the V. & T. bridge with 
the back of .his head crushed in and 
otherwise braised up. This circum- 
stance made the mutterings deeper and 
the Piutea plaimed that "the Washoes 
had killed him. When-the camp \vhere 
the injured Washoe 7/33 lying was 
visited yesterday he had disappeared, 
hut all that could be got out of the 
Indians was l(no save,"^ It is thought, 
howrver, that b,e was spirited away by 
members of his tribe, 


As near as can be' ascertained there 


has. been an ugly feeling of late be- 
tween the two tribes, probably the old 
tribal enmity renewed, and 
several 


scrimmages have taken place, but noth- 
ing of a very serious character so far as 
known. Jt is also claimed that the 
Indians had been quarrelling over the 
possession of a Waahoa mahala, but in- 
quiry from the Jndians elicited little 
information regarding this. 


It ia more than probable that too 


much firewater was a strong factor in 
both cases and . the result is one good 
Piute a'nd perhaps one good Washoe.

yers not to. put a •woman oa the witness 
stand if it can he avoided.

"I'always subpoena •women," says a 


lawyer of ' experience ' 'It; keeps, them 
harmlvus, but I never use them unless 
my case is desperate. " A lawyer press- 
ed for reasons preserves an ^ impersonal 
attitude by retiring behind the law. It 
is a sad but long established fact, it 
seems, that the law'when it forbids a 
wife testifying .in- her husband's favor 
intimates her inability to speak the 
truth, for, doubtless, some personal rea- 
son she may-fib against him on oath ii 
she will. 
Withi the best intentions in 


the world, a woman will -- state conclu- 
eioDS instead of facts. Her mental tend- 
ency is to form some preconceived theo- 
ry, and the facts are unconsciously 
twisted to support it. 


In consequence of these mental idio- 


syncrasies women witnesses are care- 
fully "prepared." After a lawyer has 
eliminated the "I saids" and "hesaids" 
from her narrative and has ruthlessly 
brought her personal importance to the 
matters she has testified to to the least 
appreciable quantity and has'endeavor- 
ed to throw into relief the facts of im- 
portance to his side, he folds his hands, 
closes his eyes and tries to realize then 
and there all his stock of faith. 


"Let mo give you my dying advice," 


said Buf us Ohoate. ' 'Never cross exam- 
ine a woman. They cannot disintegrate 
the story they have once told. Thej 
cannot eliminate the fact that is foi 
you from that which is against yon. 
They go for the whole thing, and the 
moment you begin to cross examine one 
of them, instead of being bitten by one 
rattlesnake, ycm are bitten by a whole 
barrelful. I never, except in a case ab- 
solutely desperate, cross examine a 
woman.."
